plied with they would fet up another Sultan ; and 
on the 21ft they .deputed 50 Perfons to go to Adri- 
anople to acquaint the Grand Signior with thefe 


Refolutions.: On the 19th the Caimacan or Go-. 


vernour of this City went to Adrianopie, to prepare 
the Sultan to receive thefe Deputies: The Seimen- 
baffiior Lieutenant General of the Janifaries, re- 
fufing to have any hand in this Rebellion, was cur 
in pieces ; and the Chief Gardiner would have far’d 
no better, had not his own Men who are in the 
Rebellion interpos’d in his Favour. All the Cadies, 
Effendies, and Lawyers, with all that are of their 
Party are on the fide of the Rebels; and open Pro- 
clamation-has been made, that none fhall pay Obe- 
dience to the Sultan till he come hither. ’Tis thought 
his Brother will be placed on his Throne. 

Peter Waradin, Auguft-12. We have receiv’d In- 
telligence from Belgrade, that the Grand Signior is 
depos’d and carried toConftantinople,but whether he 
is living or dead we are not yet ivform’d. His Bro- 
ther is fet up in hisroom. The Mufti, the Grand 
Vizier, the Reis Effendi, and feveral others, are ftran- 

gled: And Cuperli late Caimacan of Conftantino- 
ple is made Grand Vizier: —

From the Army of the two Crowns under the Duke of 

Vendome, encamp’d at Brentonego, Auguft 9. On 
the 6th the Duke of Vendome went to take a View: 
of the Condition. of the Regiment of Dragoons of 
Monfieur du Heron encamp’d at the Village of Mori 
on the fide of the Adige, through which lyes the 
high Road from Roveredo to Torbole : This Camp 
is cover'd by Mountains and by the Adige, and is 
diftant but 2 French Leagues from Roveredo ; be- 
tween which and it are 2 Lakes, both in the Pof- 
feflion of the Enemy. Yefterday in the Evening the 
Duke de Vendome went to take a View of the 
Camp of General Vaubonne, which lies on the other 
fide of the Adige; and another Pott poffefs’d by fome 
of his Men on this fide that River, which the Duke 
-caus'd co be atrack’d, and it was taken with little 
trouble, about 100 of the Enemy being kill'd, among 
them a Major and 2 Captains of Nigvelli, and an 
Officer and 6 Soldiers made Prifoners. The Duke 
of Vendome has likewife been to take a View of 
Arco, which he found very advantagioully firuared, 
16 Battallions and 7 Squadrons are employ’d in the 


Atcack of that Place; The Enemies make a great 
Fire from the Town, we have fent fome heavy Ar- 
tillery thither to batter the Cattle. 

Pars, Auguft 20. The Advices from the Armies 
of the 2 Crowns in Italy teil us, cha: in the Siege of 
Arco the Duke of Vendome rau a great Rifque of 
being kill'd by a Cannon sail. which itruck a free 
and broke off {ome of the Bianches upon 
the Duke.

the Caftle with great Vigour, and that the Duke of 
Vendome on receiving Letters from the Elector of 
Bavaria, is march’d to Bolzano, leaving the Con- 


duct of the Siege of the Caftle of Arco ru the Count 
de Medavi.

From the Camp at Brentonego, Auguft 13. The 
Town of Arco was taken on the 1oth by the Grena- 
diers led -by Monfieur de Seneterre Brigadier, 300 
Men thar were-in it, recir'd with fo much Expedi- 
tion into the Caftle, that nor one of’ them could be 
taken; on this occafion 2 Grenadiers were flighcly 
wounded. The Caftie holds out ftill, and is like to 
do fo 7 or 8 days, norwichftanding the great num- 
ber of Bombs and Bullets continually. fir'd into it. 
Tomorrow the Miners wii begin ro work to carry 
ona Mine to the Caftle-wall. when that is {prun 
the Befieged muft Surrender, or they will ae 
themfelves to be made Prifoners of Wat or carried 
by Affault. General Vaubonne continues encamp’d 
at Roveredo with 1500 Horfe aud 2000 Foot. 

Parny Auguft 27. On the 25ch’at Night.a Cap- 
tain of Carabineers, Aide de Camp. to the Duke of. 
Vendome, arriv’d at Court, with Advice, that on’ 
the 17th the Governour of the Caftle of Arco, (fooner 
than was expected, becaufe the Befieged had made 
a very vigorous Refiftance,) beat a Parley, and that 
by the Capitulation the Garrifon was to be con- 
ducted to Trent; they were 600 Men and had fpent 
all their Ammunition. The Effects of the Neigh- 
bouring Country and of the Inhabitants of the Town, 
were in this Caftle, fo that our Men had a confider- 
able Booty.

Venice, Auguft 11. General Staremberg continues 
in his Camp at Oftiglia, from whence he has fent a 
Detachment by Pontemolino towards the Moun-

General Vaubonne 
with 500 Men is pofted at Roveredo ; and ’tis be- 
liev'd General Heifter is arriv’d at Bolzano with his 
5000 Croatians. "Tis faid Count Domingo d’Arco 
is one of the Traitors who facilitated the Entrance 
of the French into the Trentin ; that he accompa- 
nied the Count de Medavi in his Pafflage over the 
Mountains ; that this Treachery was difcover’d by 
opening fome Letters that were fent by the Poft ;

The 
Bithops of Brixen and Trent are retir’d hithet, which 
affords ground for various Keficctions. 

Rome, Auguft +3. hey write from Naples of the 
14th, that an Order was come thither from the 


King of France to the Duke de la Trimouille, the 


Duke de Popoli, and Lieu:enant General Grigni, to 
feize and imprifon the Duke of Efcalona Viceroy of 
Naples ; but the Viceroy being inform’d of it, as he 
was taking the Air, by the Duke d’Ayrole, retir’d 
immediately into the Caftel Novo and ftands upon 
his Defence. The Caufe of the King of France’s In- 
dignation againft the Viceroy is faid to be his re- 
fufing to pay a ready Obedience to fome Orders 
lately fent him by his moft Chriftian Majefty.
